CHAPTER  I. 

OP  ADMISSION  TO  MEMBERSHIP. 


' 


^  1.  The  Institution  shall  always  be  open  to  persons  of 
both  sexes,  without  distinction  of  race  or  color. 

§  _J.  No  one  shall  be  admitted  as  a  pupil  in  any  depart- 
ment of  the  Institution,  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the 
age  of  fourteen  years,  and  to  a  tolerable  knowledge  of  the. 
common  English  branches;  unless  in  some  exceptional  cases, 
special  permission  be  granted  by  the  Faculty,  to  those  under 
the  prescribed  age,  who  may  live  with  their  parents  or  guar- 
dians, or  in  families  to  whose  care  they  are  particularly 
entrusted. 

§  3.  Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Institution,  are 
required  to  bring  satisfactory  testimonials  of  good  moral 
character;  and  those  coming  from  other  Institutions,  certi- 
ficates of  honorable  dismission. 

§4.  A  registry  shall  be  kept  of  the  name,  age  and  resi- 
dence of  each  student  entering  the  institution;  and  also  of 
the  name  and  post  office  address  of  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  all  students  under  21  years  of  age. 

$5  5.  Every  student  who  is  accepted,  shall  be  furnished, 
nt  his  own  expense,  with  a  copy  of  the  College  Laws;  and 
no  plea  of  ignorance  of  these  laws  can  afterwards  be  ad- 
mitted. 


He  shall  also  sign  a  matriculation  pledge  in  the  fol 
lowing  form: 

I  hereby  pledge  myself  in  good  faith,  to  obey  all  the  laws 
and  regulations  of  Hillsdale  College  during  my  connection 
therewith — particularly  that  I  will  entirely  abstain  from  the 
use  of  intoxicating  drinks,  that  I  will  refrain  from  profanity, 
gaming,  and  all  indecent  or  disorderly  behavior;  and  that  I 
will  avoid  all  disrespectful  conduct  to  the  Faculty  and  all 
combinations  to  resist  their  authority — treating  them  and 
other  officers  of  the  Institution  with  uniform  respect  and 
obedience,  and  my  fellow  students  with  uniform  kindness. 

§  6.  Students  proposing  to  enter  any  class  in  the  Insti- 
tution will  always  be  subject  to  examination  in  all  the  studies 
which  the  class  have  pursued  as  laid  down  in  the  Catalogue. 
But  the  Faculty  may,  at  their  discretion,  admit  to  any  class 
upon  certificate  of  honorable  dismission  from  the  same  in 
another  College  or  University. 

But  no  one  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Senior  Class  after  the 
middle  of  the  Senior  year. 

§  7.  Every  student  belonging  to  the  regular  classes, 
shall  be  punctually  present  at  the  opening  of  each  term  ; 
and  for  delinquency  in  this  particular,  shall  give  satisfactory 
excuse  to  the  President.  In  case  any  student  arrives  in 
town  after  the  opening  of  a  Term,  he  shall  report  himself 
forthwith  ;  and  a  neglect  to  do  so  shall  subject  him  to  such 
punishment  as  the  Faculty  shall  deem  suitable  to  the  offense. 

§  8.  Students  will  be  required  to  pay  Tuition,  Incidcn. 
tals  and  Boom  Bent  in  advance,  at  the  beginning  of  each 
Term,  unless  especially  excused  by  the  Faculty.  And  no 
-indent  shall  be  permitted  to  recite  until  he  shall  have  ob- 
tained a  certificate  from  the  Treasurer  that  these  bills  are 
settled,  except  by  order  of  the  President. 


CHAPTER  II. 

OP    ROOMS,    PUBLIC    BUILDINGS    AND    GROUNDS. 

§  1  All  students,  except  such  as  reside  in  town,  and 
h  as  laave  special  permission  from  the  Faculty  to  room 
out,  shall  take  up  their  lodging  in  the  College  buildings. 

§  2.  Students  are  required  to  be  in  their  rooms  by  10 
o'clock  at  night;  and  after  9  o'clock  in  the  evening,  as  well 
as  during  study  hours,  to  refrain  from  social  visiting,  loud 
talking,  singing,  playing  upon  musical  instruments,  or  mak- 
ing any  other  noise  which  might  interrupt  the  repose  or 
study  of  others. 

§  3.  All  wrestling,  running,  stamping,  scuffling  or  other 
rude  and  boisterous  noises  are  expressly  forbidden  at  any 
time  in  any  part  of  the  College  building. 

§  4.  Sweepers  are  required  to  sweep  their  respective  halls 
between  6  and  7  A.  M.  every  day  except  Sabbath.  The 
sweeping,  preparatory  to  Sabbath,  is  to  be  done  between  4 
and  5  P.  M.  on  Saturday. 

§  5.  Students  are  required  to  sweep  their  rooms  daily 
previous  to  the  sweeping  of  the  halls  in  the  morning ;  and 
are  not  allowed  to  sweep  the  dust  into  the  hall  at  any  other 
time  until  6  P.  M.,  except  on  Saturday.  On  Saturday  after- 
noon the  dust  shall  not  be  swept  into  the  halls  after  4  P.  M. 

§  6.  No  student  shall  throw  water,  dirt,  ashes  or  any 
thing  offensive  or  dangerous  from  the  windows  or  doors  of 
the  College  edifice  :  or  empty  any  such  substance  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  buildings,  except  where  the  Treasurer 
shall  direct. 

^  7.  No  student  shall  change  the  location  of  a  stove, 
nor  leave  any  fuel  within  one  foot  of  it,  nor  leave  it  open, 
when  absent,  or  when  retired  to  rest. 


§  8.  No  student  shall  convey  fire  from  one  room  to  an- 
other, nor  take  up  ashes  in  a  combustible  vessel,  nor  leave 
them  any  where  except  in  the  place  assigned  for  them. 

§  9.  No  student  shall  remove  furniture  from  one  room 
to  another  without  permission  fi<p.m  the  Treasurer,  or  in  his 
absence  from  the  President. 

>j;  10.  Students  shall  not  be  allowed  to  exchange  rooms 
or  transfer  their  rooms  to  others  at  any  time,  unless  they 
have  previously  obtained  permission- — gentlemen  from  the 
President,  and  ladies  from  the  Principal  of  the  Ladies"  De- 
partment. 

§11.  Each  student  rooming  in  the  College  building  is 
required  on  receiving  the  key  of  his  room  to  deposit  fifty 
cents  with  the  Treasurer  as  security  for  its  safe  return. 

§  12.  When  the  occupants  of  any  room  are  to  be  absent 
from  town,  they  shall  leave  the  key  of  their  room,  with  the 
number  distinctly  labelled  upon  it;  young  gentlemen  with 
the  Treasurer  of  the  College,  and  young  ladies  with  the 
Principal  of  the  Ladies'  Department.  A  failure  to  comply 
with  this  regulation  will  subject  the  delinquent  to  a  line  of 
one  dollar. 

§  13.  During  vacation  no  student  may  continue  to  occu 
py  a  room  in  the  College  building  without  special  permis- 
sion from  the  Faculty  or  President  :  and  every  student 
receiving  permission  shall  be  required  to  adhere  to  the  same 
regulations  which  the  laws  prescribe  for  the  management  of 
rooms  and  the  preservation  of  order  in   term  time. 

Those  occupying  rooms  during  the  long  vacation  will  be 
required  to  pay  the  same  amount  for  room-rent  as  during 
one  of  the  three   terms. 

^  14.  Any  student  intermitting  Uis  studies,  even  by 
permission,  may  be  required  to  vacate  his  room.  And  it 
-hall  be  competenl  for  the  Faculty  or  the  Presideut  at  any 


time,  whenever  it  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  good 
order  of  the  College,  or  Tor  the  advantage  of  the  student, 
to  transfer  a  student  from  one  room  to  another. 

^  15.  Damages  done  to  any  of  the  buildings  or  other 
property  of  the  Institution  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  author 
or  authors  ;  or  in  default  of  them,  the  damage  will  be  as- 
sessed upon  the  students  as  a  whole  ;  or  upon  those  occupy- 
ing a  particular  portion  of  the  building,  as  the  Faculty  in 
their  discretion  shall  determine. 

^   H).     Damages  to  rooms  occupied  by  students  shall  be 

arged  to  the  occupants,  unless  it  shall  appear  that  they 
were  done  by  others  ;  and  unless  such  damages  shall  be  re- 
ported by  the  occupants  to  the  College  Treasurer  within  two 
days  ;  or  if  done  in  their  absence,  within  two  days  after 
their  return  ;  with  such  information  as  they  may  be  able  to 
give  of  the  authors  of  the  injury. 

§  17.  No  student  may  make  or  cause  to  be  made  any 
fixture,  improvement,  repair  or  alteration,  in  his  room,  ex- 

pt  under  the  direction  of  the  Treasurer,  and  any  thing 
done  in  violation  of  this  rule,  shall  be  accounted  damage 
and  treated  accordingly. 

vj  18.  Any  student  who  shall  be  at  any  time  dismissed 
or  expelled,  shall  be  required  immediately  to  vacate  his 
room  ;  and  if  he  shall  refuse  or  delay  to  do  it,  it  shall  be 
competent  for  the  Treasurer  or  any  member  of  the  Faculty 
to  cause  his  effects  to  be  removed  from  the  building. 

£  M*.  Students  conducting  themselves  in  a  disorderiy 
manner,  though  they  be  not  expelled  or  dismissed,  may  be 
required  by  the  Faculty  or  the  President  to  vacate  their 
rooms  at  any  time.  And  no  student  thus  removed  from  the 
building,  or  on  account  of  suspension,  dismission  or  expul- 
?iou,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  back  any  part  of  the  sum 
paid  for  room  rent. 
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§  20.  It  is  forbidden  to  engage  in  any  athletic  sports  in 
front  of  the  College  building,  or  in  any  other  part  of  the 
College  grounds  than  those  assigned  for  that  purpose. 

§  21.  Students  rooming  out  of  the  College  building 
shall  be  subject  in  all  respects  to  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions, and  to  the  same  visitation  and  inspection  of  the 
Faculty  as  those  who  room  within. 

§  22.  Students  rooming  in  the  building  are  forbidden  to 
share  their  rooms  with  others  whether  students  or  not,  ex- 
cept in  such  manner  and  upon  such  terms  as  shall  be  ar- 
ranged by  the  Treasurer  in  consultation  with  the  President 
of  the  College  or  Principal  of  the  Ladies'  Department. 

^  23.  The  Treasurer  shall  from  time  to  time  ascertain 
the  names  of  suitable  persons  who  desire  to  furnish  students 
with  board  and  lodging.  A  list  of  such  places  shall  be  kept 
by  him  from  which  students  or  their  parents  may  make 
selections,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  President  or  the 
Principal  of  the  Ladies'  Department,  No  student  shall 
board  or  lodge  at  any  place  not  thus  approved 


CHAPTER  III 

OF    STUDIES    AND    LITERARY    EXERCISI 

§  1 .  No  student  is  permitted  to  have  less  than  t iirec 
nor  more  than  four  recitations  a  day,  except  by  special  vote 
of  the  Faculty. 

^  2.  No  young  gentleman  is  allowed  to  enter  any  class 
to  which  lie  lias  not  been  assigned  by  the  President  of  the 
College;  and  no  young  lady  except  by  the  assignment  of 
the  Principal  of  the  Ladies'  Department 


§  3.  No  student  is  permitted  to  leave  any  class  to  which 
lie  has  once  been  assigned,  except  by  written  permission 
from  the  President  or  Ladies'  Principal,  endorsed  by  the 
teacher  of  the  class. 

§  4.  It  is  enjoined  on  all  students  to  enter  immediately 
all  the  classes  to  which  they  have  been  assigned  ;  and  fail- 
ure to  do  so  will  be  deemed  a  high  offense,  to  be  dealt  with 
by  the  Faculty  at  their  discretion. 

§  5.  At  each  recitation  a  record  will  be  kept  by  the 
teachers  upon  a  scale  of  from  1  to  7  : — the  significance  of  the 
figures  being  as  follows:  7,  perfect :  6,  very  good  :  5,  good  : 
4,  fair :  3,  moderate  :  2,  bad:  X,  very  bad.  An  entire  failure 
is  marked  zero,  (0).  The  average  of  these  for  each  term 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  student  or  his  parents  or  guardian  ; 
read  in  the  chapel  at  the  close  of  the  term,  and  perma 
nently  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

§  6.  No  student  whose  average  falls  below  four  (4) 
shall  be  allowed  to  advance  from  one  class  to  another;  nor 
is  he  permitted  to  be  elected  to  any  part  in  any  public 
meeting  of  the  Literary  Society  to  which  he  may  belong, 
except  by  a  special  vote  of  the  Faculty. 

§  7.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  such  Rhetorical 
Exercises  as  are  assigned  them,  and  a  record  of  their  dili- 
gence and  proficiency  in  these  exercises  shall  be  kept  in  a 
manner  similar  to  that  in  ordinary  recitations. 

§  8.  Study  hours  are  as  follows: — -From  5-J  A.  M.  to 
breakfast ;  from  the  first  bell  after  breakfast  to  12  M.j  from 
U  to  4  P.  M.j  and  from  7  to  9  P.  M.  During  these  hours 
all  social  visiting,  sports  and  athletic  exercises  for  recrea- 
tion, and  whatever  is  inconsistent  with  proper  application 
to  study,  must  be  intermitted.  This  rule  is  not  intended  to 
interfere  with  manual  labor 
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§  9.  No  student  shall  absent  himself  from  any  recita- 
tion, lecture,  or  other  exercise  enjoined  upon  him  without 
permission  previously  obtained.  Bui  if  it  be  impracticable 
to  obtain  such  permission,  he  shall  render  sufficient  excuse 
at  the  next  exercise. 

^  10.  Where  any  class  is  taught  by  a  member  of  the 
Faculty  the  leave  of  absence  shall  be  obtained  from  the 
teacher.  If  a  class  is  taught  by  an  assistant  pupil,  leave 
of  absence  must  be  obtained  by  gentlemen  from  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  College,  and  by  ladies  from  the  Principal  of  the 
Ladies    Department. 

§  11.  Every  student  is  required  to  be  present  at  the 
examination  of  his  class  at  the  close  of  the  term,  unless 
especially  excused  by  a  vote  of  the  Faculty.  Absence  from 
examination  without  previous  permission  will  be  deemed  ;i 
high  offense,  punishable  by  public  reproof,  suspension,  o,r 
dismission,  as  may  be  judged  proper. 

§  12.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  one  recitation, 
weekly,  in  the  English  Bible 


OHAPTEK  IV. 

OF    DISCIPLINE. 

&  1.  It  is  earnestly  desired  by  the  Faculty  and  all  other 
officers  of  the  College,  that  the  students  may  be  influenced 
to  good  conduct  and  diligence  in  study  by  higher  motives 
:h;in  fear  of  punishment,  and  the\  mainly  rely  I'm-  the  suc- 

of  the   Institution  <m  moral  ;m<l   religious  principle 
(•use.  of  duty,  and   the    generous    feelings  which  belong  to 
young  men   engaged    in  honorable  pursuits.     When   these 
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motives  fail,  the  Faculty  will  have  recourse  to  friendly  cau- 
tion and  warnings,  to  private  and  public  admonition,  and 
when  the  nature  and  circumstances  of  the  case  require  it,  to 
public  confession,  fines,  suspension,  dismission  or  expulsion. 

^  2.  Suspension  deprives  the  offender  temporarily  of 
the  privileges  of  the  Institution.  The  suspended  student 
may  be  required  to  remain  in  his  place,  or  to  return  home, 
as  the  Faculty  shall  deem  best. 

§  3.  Dismission  entirely  cuts  off  a  student  from  the 
Institution,  and  with  disgrace,  but  does  not  prevent  his  final 
return,  if,  after  a  time,  he  shall  present  evidence  of  a 
thorough  reformation  ;  but  in  no  case  can  he  be  restored  to 
the  class  from  which  he  was  dismissed. 

§  4.     Expulsion  puts  a  final  close  to  the  student's    con 
uection  with  the  Institution.     It  shall  be  competent  for  the 
Faculty  at  their  discretion  to  indicate  in  the  Annual  Cata- 
logue  the  names  of  students  who  have  been    dismissed  or 
expelled  during  the  year  preceding. 

§  5.  A  roll  of  demerit  shall  be  kept  of  every  student, 
in  which  an  unexcused  absence  from  recitation,  lecture, 
rhetorical  exercises,  prayers  or  church,  shall  each  be  marked 
10  : — failure  to  prepare  for  recitation,  or  other  assigned  ex- 
ercise, or  any  case  of  whispering,  or  other  disorder  at  reci- 
tation, lecture,  prayers  or  church,  or  absence  from  room 
during  study  hours  without  permission,  from  5  to  10  accord 
ing  to  the  judgment  of  the  instructor  making  the  record. 
Whenever  the  total  demerit  shall  amount  to  50,  the  offender 
shall  be  publicly  admonished,  and  information  given  to  the 
parents,  or  guardian.  A  total  demerit  in  any  one  term 
amounting  to  100  or  more,  shall  subject  the  offender  to 
suspension  or  dismission,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 
2 
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§  6.  Whenever  the  Faculty  are  satisfied  that  from  in- 
dolence, inefficiency,  incapacity,  or  whatever  other  cause, 
any  student  is  not  fulfilling,  or  likely  to  fulfill,  the  purpose 
of  his  connection  with  the  Institution,  or  is  for  any  cause 
an  unfit  member  thereof,  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such 
student  may  be  notified,  that  they  may  have  an  oportunity  of 
withdrawing  him.  And  if  not  withdrawn  within  a  reason- 
able time,  the  student  shall  be  dismissed. 

§  7.  Whenever  any  student  shall  be  required  by  the 
Faculty  to  disclose  his  knowledge  concerning  any  disorder, 
offense,  or  offender  against  a  law  of  the  College,  and  shall 
refuse  to  make  such  disclosure,  he  may  be  suspended,  dis- 
missed or  expelled,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 

§  8.  Students  who  shall  be  convicted  of  having  in  the 
College  buildings,  or  of  using,  except  by  order  of  an  ap- 
proved physician,  intoxicating  liquors,  shall  forfeit  their 
membership  in  the  Institution. 

§  9.  Students  entering  into  the  marriage  relation,  do  by 
this  act,  dissolve  their  connection  with  the  Institution. 

§  10.  The  Faculty  are  authorized  to  make  additional 
rules  concerning  the  deportment  and  discipline  of  students, 
to  modify  at  their  discretion  any  of  those  which  are  herein 
contained  ;  and  to  exercise  discretionary  authority  to  punish 
offenses  for  which  no  statute  is  particularly  provided. 

§  11.  The  entire  discipline  of  the  Institution  is  entrust 
ed  to  the  Faculty  of  the  College.  Their  decision  is  in  all 
cases  final ;  and  the  presentation  by  students  of  any  petition, 
or  the  taking  of  any  appeal  from  their  decision  on  matters 
of  discipline  to  any  other  body,  shall  be  deemed  a  misde- 
meanor, to  be  punished  by  public  censure,  suspension  or  dis- 
mission as  they  shall  judge  best. 
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§  12.  In  the  temporary  absence  of  the  President,  the 
senior  member  of  the  Faculty  who  may  be  in  town  shall 
act  in  his  stead.  The  seniority  which  is  thus  meant  is  indi- 
cated by  the  order  in  which  the  names  of  the  various  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty  appear  in  the  College  Catalogue. 


CHAPTER  V. 

Or    LITERARY   SOCIETIES   AND   PUBLIC   MEETINGS. 

§  1.  No  student  is  permitted  to  become  connected  with 
any  society,  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  which  have  not 
been  approved  by  the  Faculty.  And  no  society  shall  be 
formed  among  the  students  embracing  persons  of  both  sexes. 
No  student  shall  be  connected  with  any  military  company  or 
other  organization  judged  by  the  Faculty  to  interfere  with 
the  successful  prosecution  of  his  studies,  except  by  special 
permission,  to  be  granted  only  in  extraordinary  circum- 
stances. 

§  2.  The  Literary  Societies  shall  hold  their  regular 
meetings  only  on  Monday.  No  meeting  shall  be  held  at 
any  other  time  except  by  permission  from  the  President  of 
the  College,  which  permission  shall  always  be  obtained  pre- 
vious to  giving  notice  of  such  meeting. 

§  3.  The  meetings  of  the  Young  Ladies'  Societies  shall 
not  continue  later  than  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening.  Nor 
the  meetings  of  the  Young  Men's  Societies  later  than  ten 
o'clock,  without  special  permission,  which  may  be  granted 
by  the  Faculty  or  the  President  of  the  College. 

§  4.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  various  Literary  So- 
cieties shall  not  be  open  to  persons  of  the  opposite  sex,  un- 
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less  those  who  apply  shall  be  provided  with  cards  of  intro- 
duction signed  by  the  President  of  the  College,  or  in  his 
absence  by  some  other  member  of  the  Faculty  acting  in  his 
stead.  The  cards  thus  presented  shall  be  received  by  the 
door-keeper  or  marshal  of  the  Society,  or  by  other  person 
or  persons  acting  as  such,  and  shall  be  returned  to  the  Presi 
dent  on  the  following  day. 

§  5.  All  the  meetings  of  these  societies  and  all  their 
records  shall  be  open  at  any  time  to  any  member  of  the 
Faculty.  And  the  making  or  exacting  of  any  pledge  to 
conceal  from  the  Faculty  any  part  of  their  proceedings 
shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor,  for  which  the  responsible 
persons  shall  be  subject  to  such  penalty  as  the  Faculty  shall 
think  best  to  inflict. 

§  6.  The  various  Societies  having  rooms  in  the  College 
buildings  shall  furnish  the  President  of  the  College  a  dupli- 
cate of  the  keys  of  their  Society  rooms. 

§  7.  All  exhibitions  and  public  exercises  of  any  Society 
in  College,  either  stated  or  occasional,  and  all  anniversary  or 
other  celebrations,  shall  be  under  the  entire  control  of  the 
Faculty ;  and  no  student  shall  be  concerned  in  any  of  these 
public  meetings  but  by  their  permission. 

§  8.  All  essays,  orations,  declamations  or  other  exer- 
cises which  are  to  enter  into  any  public  meeting  of  any 
class  or  Society,  must  be  submitted  to  the  President  or  Pro- 
fessor of  Rhetoric  at  least  one  month  before  hand  for  cor- 
rection and  approval  ;  and  the  presentation  of  any  part 
otherwise  than  as  approved,  shall  subject  the  offender  to 
such  penalty  as  the  Faculty  may  see  fit  to  inflict. 

$  9.  No  Society  in  the  Institution,  and  no  student  or 
company  of  students  shall  invite  any  lecturer  or  orator  to 
address  them  in  public,  until  the  name  of  the  proposed  lee- 
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turer  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  President  of  the 
I  Allege, and  permission  given  by  him  to  extend  the  invitation. 

^  10.  No  class  meeting  shall  be  held  after  any  recitation, 
except  with  the  consent  of  the  officer  who  has  heard  it;  and 
he  and  no  other  person  shall  announce  that  such  meeting  is 
to  be  held ;  and  no  class  meeting  shall  be  held  at  any  other 
time,  and  no  general  meeting  of  the  students  at  any  time, 
except  by  permission  from  the  President. 

§  11.  The  calling  or  holding  of  any  meeting  for  the 
purpose  of  reviewing  or  commenting  upon  the  proceedings 
either  of  the  Faculty  or  Trustees  or  other  governmental 
officers  of  the  Institution,  shall  subject  the  offenders  to  such 
discipline  as  to  the  Faculty  shall  seem  best. 

§  12.  Any  student  who  shall  publicly  or  in  any  meeting 
of  the  Literary  Societies  denounce  or  criticise  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Institution  in  any  of  its  departments,  or  the 
character  or  conduct  of  any  of  its  officers,  shall  be  subject 
(o  such  penalty  as  the  Faculty  shall  deem  it  proper  to  inflict. 

§  13.  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  College 
shall  neither  admit  nor  retain  as  active  members  any  per- 
sons who  are  not  actually  connected  with  the  Institution  ;  nor 
shall'  they  be  allowed  to  retain  as  honorary  members  such 
as  are,  for  any  offense,  expelled,  dismissed  or  suspended 
from  the  Institution. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

OF    ASSOCIATION    OF    THE    SEXES. 

§  1.  Young  ladies  and  gentlemen  are  not  allowed  to 
walk  or  ride  in  company,  without  special  permission  from 
the  President  of  the  College,  and  the  Principal  of  the 
Ladies'  Department. 
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|  2.  Students  are  expressly  prohibited  upon  the  severest 
penalty,  from  visiting  those  of  the  other  sex  at  their  room, 
or  receiving  visits  from  them  at  their  own,  except  by  special 
permission  from  the  President  of  the  College,  and  the 
Principal  of  the  Ladies'  Department.  Such  permission  will 
be  granted  only  in  exceptional  cases,  as  of  severe  sickness, 
and  near  relatives. 

§  3.  Ladies  and  gentlemen  are  also  expressly  forbidden 
entering  the  halls  appropriated  to  each  others'  respective 
departments  without  permission  from  both  of  these  officers. 

§  4.  Ladies  and  gentlemen  may  meet  each  other  at  the 
reception  room,  or  at  any  other  room,  only  by  special  per- 
mission from  the  President  of  the  College,  and  the  Princi- 
pal of  the  Ladies'  Department. 

§  5.  All  the  rules  respecting  the  association  of  the 
sexes  shall  apply  to  all  students  remaining  at  Hillsdale,  the 
same  during  vacation  as  in  term  time. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

OF    THE    LIBRARY. 

§  1.  Every  student  is  required  to  pay  into  the  Library 
Fund  as  follows : — gentlemen  fifty  cents,  and  ladies  twenty- 
five  cents  each  term. 

§.  2:  The  Library  will  be  open  not  less  than  two  hours 
each  day,  except  Sundays,  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
students  wishing  to  use  it.  The  time  will  be  fixed  by  the 
Faculty,  and  announced  by  the  Librarian  each  term. 

£  3.  No  book  shall  be  taken  from  the  library  room  ex- 
cept by  special  permission  from  the  Librarian  ;  and  then  only 
upon  the  following  conditions. 
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(1)  The  books  removed  shall  not  embrace  cyclopaedias, 
or  other  of  the  more  important  works  of  reference. 

(2)  No  book  thus  removed  shall  be  retained  more  than 
two  days. 

(3)  Every  person  drawing  a  book  shall  make  good  all 
damages  done  to  it  while  in  his  possession  ;  and  if  any  per- 
son shall  lose  a  book  taken  from  the  Library,  he  shall  pay 
the  full  price  of  it ;  and  if  it  be  one  of  a  set,  he  shall  make 
good  the  set. 

(4)  No  person  shall  lend  to  another  a  book  which  he 
has  drawn  from  the  Library  ;  and  no  book  shall  be  carried 
out  of  the  town  of  Hillsdale  on  penalty  of  a  fine,  in  either 
case  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  two  dollars. 

§  4.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Library  with- 
out the  presence  of  the  Librarian  or  his  assistant. 

§  5.  All  persons  are  particularly  enjoined  not  to  mark, 
soil,  tear  or  turn  down  the  leaves  or  otherwise  injure  the 
books. 

§  6.  In  taking  notes  from  books,  pencils — not  pen  and 
ink — are  required  to  be  used. 

§  7.  All  damages  done  to  books  shall  be  estimated  by 
the  Librarian,  and  paid  for  immediately.  If  the  damages 
assessed  shall  be  considered  unreasonable,  the  Librarian 
shall  refer  the  matter  to  the  Faculty  for  decision.  No  per- 
son against  whom  any  penalty  or  damages  have  been  as- 
sessed, shall  be  allowed  to  use  the  Library  in  any  way,  until 
such  penalty  or  damages  shall  have  been  paid. 

§  9.  All  persons  while  in  the  Library  room  are  to  re- 
frain from  loud  conversation  and  laughter,  and  from  all 
other  improprieties. 

§  10.  Any  neglect  or  violation  of  the  rules  here  laid 
down  shall  be  punished  by  fine  or  otherwise  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Faculty. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

GENERAL    REGULATIONS. 

§  1.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  public  religious 
services  in  the  College  Chapel  twice  every  Sabbath,  unless 
they  have  special  permission  to  attend  elsewhere. 

§  2.  Students  are  required  to  be  promptly  present  at 
every  recitation  or  other  exercise  enjoined  by  the  Faculty  ; 
and  to  be  in  their  places  at  public-  prayer  within  five  minutes 
after  the  bell  shall  have  commenced  tolling. 

§  3.  Whispering  or  communication  of  any  kind  during 
recitation,  lecture,  rhetorical  exercises,  prayers  or  other  ex- 
ercises of  the  College  is  forbidden. 

§  4.     Leave  of  absence  from  lecture,  from  prayers  and 
from  public  worship  must  be  obtained,  by  gentlemen,  from 
the  President  of  the  College,  and  by  ladies  from  the  Prin 
cipal  of  the  Ladies'  Department. 

§  5.  All  loitering  in  the  public  halls  or  in  any  of  the 
vacant  rooms,  between  recitations,  or  at  any  other  time,  is 
expressly  forbidden. 

§  6.  No  student  shall  engage  in  teaching  or  receive 
private  lessons  without  permission  from  the  Faculty. 

§  7.  Students  shall  not  board  themselves,  nor  shall  any 
student  change  his  boarding  place  without  leave  of  the 
Faculty. 

§  8.  No  student  is  allowed,  in  any  circumstances,  to 
have  in  the  College  buildings,  or  to  use  on  or  near  the  Col- 
lege grounds,  camphene  or  burning  fluid,  tire  arms,  gun 
powder,  or  fire-works  of  any  description,  without  permission 
previously  obtained. 

^  !).  Students  are  forbidden  to  carry  upon  their  persou. 
or  to  have  in  their  rooms,  any  dangerous  weapon  whatever. 
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£  10.  No  student  shall  either  chew,  smoke  or  snuff  to- 
bacco iu  their  rooms,  or  upon  any  part  of  the  College 
premises. 

§  11.  Students  are  prohibited  from  visiting  at  any  time 
of  day  or  night  any  circus,  or  theatre,  or  gaming  or  drink- 
ing saloon. 

>;  1-.  Students  are  required  to  refrain  entirely  from  the 
use  of  profane  language,  from  card  playing  and  other  games 
of  chance,  and  in  general  to  observe  all  the  laws  of  com- 
mon social  morality. 

£  13.  It  is  enjoined  on  all  students  to  observe  the 
Christian  Sabbath  as  a  day  specially  set  apart  to  religious 
duties  ;  to  abstain  from  social  visiting,  sports,  recreation, 
and  from  all  engagements  which  would  interfere  with  the 
suitable  employment  by  themselves  or  others  of  a  day 
thus  sacred  to  moral  and  religious  culture. 

^14.  No  student  is  allowed  to  hold  a  public  meeting  of 
any  kind,  or  engage  in  delivering  public  addresses  upon 
any  subject  without  permission  from  the  Faculty. 

§  15.  Leave  of  absence  from  town  during  term  must  be 
obtained  by  gentlemen,  from  the  President  of  the  College. 
and  by  ladies  from  the  Principal  of  the  Ladies'  Department ; 
and  no  student  shall  be  excused  to  return  home  before  the 
close  of  the  term,  unless  at  the  written  request  of  the 
parents  or  guardians,  or  for  other  sufficient  reason. 

>$  16.  Students  will  be  held  answerable  for  all  vicious 
and  immoral  conduct  in  vacation  as  well  as  in  Term  time. 

^  17.  The  Faculty  shall  have  authority  to  direct  that 
the  funds  of  any  student  be  placed*  under  the  care  of  an 
officer  of  the  College,  or  any  other  suitable  person  by  them 
appointed,  who  shall  superintend  his  expenses;  and  to  dis- 
miss a  student  from  the  Institution  in  case  their  direction 
be  not  complied  with. 
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§  18.  Immediate  and  implicit  obedience  shall  be  yielded 
by  every  student  to  the  lawful  commands  of  every  officer 
of  the  College,  and  disobedience  shall  be  deemed  a  high 
offense  against  the  good  order  of  the  Institution  and  may 
be  punished,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  by  any  Col- 
lege censure,  even  to  expulsion. 

§  19.  If  any  student  shall  be  guilty  of  an  injury  to  the 
person,  property  or  premises  of  a  fellow  student,  or  of  any 
person  in  the  town,  he  shall  make  satisfaction  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  offense  or  injury,  and  be  subject  to  such 
punishment  as  the  case  may  require. 

§  20.  Students  not  minors  may  have  at  any  time  a  dis- 
mission at  their  own  request ;  and  minors,  on  request  of  their 
parents  and  guardians ;  provided,  in  either  case,  there  is  no 
reason  connected  with  the  government  of  the  College  for 
refusing  it. 
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
